Major H. A. I. Collins told the 
police in hospital to-day — that 
when the effects of the chlore- 
form given him wore off on 
Sunday night, he found himself 
hound, gagged and: blindfolded 
inside a sack.

Twice it seemed as If his captors 
were disturbed. They stopped and 
seemed to be trying te conceal him 
on the ground. . 

After on distance which Major 
Collins estimated as over a mile, he 
found himself in a cave whieh he 
described as having an fron dour, a 
mud floor, and a s‘nne shelf on which 
there was a miittress for him to rest. 

MEDICAL TREATMENT 

He said he was without the 
spectacles which he usually wears 
and consequently could not see much 
In the cave, which was only dimly 
lit’ by a small candle. On Tuesday 
morning, a doctor came to attend 
him. He was told the doctor had 
been delayed due to the curfew on 
the provious night. + 

Major Collins was unable to des- 
cribe his gunrds, of whom there 
Were three cach day. Yesterdsy 
the sume doctor came to see him 
again and advised him the best thing 
he could do would be to FO as fast 
a8 possible to another doctor. 

After belng told he would be re- 
leased, his captors blindfolded _ and 
gagged him again and put a. cover 
on his head. He was then led out 
and walked with the guards for 
about an hour over a rough roud, 
after which his Jewish guards left 
him.—United Press. -
